Measure Woud Enable Missouri Agri
culturigts to Borrow Money on
Long Time at Low In-
terest Rates.

Jefferson City, Mo—It Is conceded
on all sides that Col ¥. D. Gardner,
in his address before the agricultural
committess of the house and seuate
a few days ago, which meeting was
atiended by the governor and promi
neil members of the house and senate,
and In his advocacy of the bill which
he submitted for the establishment of
the Missouri Btaie Land Bank, created
an Immensely favornble lmprossion,

The bill' was unanimously recom.
mended for passage by both commits
tees, 1t 18 now before the senate and
house,  Undoubtedly the members of
the legisiature will recelve letters from
home urging its passage.
